gfory. Other great armies, when disbanded, have 
often ruined their countries for the love of war. 
These American volunteers, realizing its worst, 
caved their country in peace from the worst.

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ARBITRATION WITH JAPAN. 

The suggestion of an arbitration treaty with 
Japan comprehensive enough to include the set- 
tlement of disputes involving vita] interests and 
the honor of the signatory powers is not only 
welcome but a promise of further progress to- 
ward the abolition of war. Such a treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and this country is natural. 
The positions of the two countries are geograph- 
ically defined. There is no chance for. racial! 
jealousy. Commercially their rivalry is that be 
tween competitors of the same nationality. In 
institutions, laws, customs and governmental 
ideala they are the same. In exploiting the 
world commercially they work along the same 
lines and where they meet in this endeavor they 
work, in relation to each other, democratically 
and not imperialistically. 

The situation of this country in relation to 
Japan is radically different. Japan’ is a new 
power. It is an undetermined and developing 
factor in the world of commerce and industry. 
In twenty years it.has raised itself from a passive 
state inviting exploitation, to the active state 
of exploiting others, particularly dormant China 
and the Orient. Racially it is distant and there 
can never be the interchange of citizenship 
which makes signal the relations between Great 
Britain and the United States. 

The primary cause for the assumption of jeal- 


Jousy between America and Japan is trade su- 


premacy in the Orient and the strategic con- 
trol of the Pacific as an incident to it. The 
growth of nations ‘in commerce as well as in 
numbers leads inevitably, as history records, to 
conflicts. It was long a pet theory that Russia, 
growing southward in Asia, must conflict with 
Great Britain at the gates of Herat, just as 
growing eastward to the Pacific it clashed with 
Japan. The British expanding northward in 
South Africa, met the Boers and absorbed them. 
Wars innumerable have followed the meeting 
of the commercial] {nterests of nations at com- 
mon points, 

Jingoes and philosophic strategists in Europe 
have many precedents for their confident pre- 
dictions of conflict between this country and 
Japan. A century or less ago war would prob- 
ably have been the inevitable outcome of such 
circumstances. Japan would have been ag sure- 
ly scheduled for a conflict with the giant stretch- 
ing into the Pacific to the east of her as she 
was with the giant reaching out over Asia from 
the West. 

But human thought has changed. This is the 
twentieth century. Great progress has been 
made against the idea of war as the one means 
of settling disputes. The-desire to avoid war 
is the first step toward its avoidance, The 
United States, we know, can refrain from war. 
Japan asks an opportunity to demonstrate its 
power to do the same. Two nations of the same 
mind should have no difficulty in agreeing. The 
moral influence of a comprehensive arbitration 
treaty under such circumstances, would advance 
the cause of universal peace 20 years. 
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Senator Smoot of Utah admitted at a session of 
the Senate Finance Committee that he owns lands 
end cattle in Canada and a newspaper in Salt 
Lake City and would in a way be benefited by 
Canadian reciprocity. Yet he declared in a spirit 
of old Roman patriotism, that he would oppose 
it because he believed in the American principle 
of protection. It is possible, however, that Sen- 
ator Smoot has a few interests which are making 
a little extra money by being protected, 
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BOOSTING AND BOASTING. 

There are three kinds of boosting, accord- 
ing to President Vincent of the University of 
Minnesota. The first kind he calls “protective 
boosting.” This he defines in substance as the 
amiable, conspiracy by which people in a dis- 
heartening plight hypnotize themselves into the 
belief that theirs is the happiest of lots. It is 
not at all uncommon and it is not unsatisfactory. 
A fool’s paradise is better than no paradise and 
there would be no objection to it if it did not 
lead to inevitable disillusionment. 

Another kind President Vincent classes as ‘‘de- 
rogatory boosting.” This is comparative where 
the first ig absolute. In relation to cities it is the 
plan whereby the community undertakes tv ele- 
vate itself by depressing its rivals. It may not 
be much in itself, but it finds consolation in find- 
ing something worse. It creates the illusion of 
upward movement and usually deceives itself by 
ignoring facts. It creates a form of satisfaction 
which cannot, of course, be enduring. 

The third kind he calls “constructive boosting.” 
This kind aims at accomplishment. It has no il- 
lusions, no false pride and it makes no compari- 
sons except for its own information. It is not 
satisfied that something it has or something it 
has done is better than something someone else 
has or has done, if its own possession or achieve- 
ment is not, as a matter of fact, good. It is con- 
tent only with reasonable perfection and it 
searches for that unerringly and untiringly. 

The latter is doubtless a new view of boost- 
ing, but it is a rational] one. The first is the com- 
mon kind and the most admired, but it takes no 
account of logic or reality. It would be well to 
amend the definition, according to Dr. Vincent, 
and cease to confuse boosting with boasting. 
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“Herron is survived by 13 children. The cause 
of the trouble is not knows” is the last para- 
graph of a story of a duel in West Virginia. The 
men were neighbors. That surely is enough. 


THE NEW LEAGUE BALL, 

One day recently the number of base hits made 
in American League games was 86 and in the 
National League 92. In a single game this sew 
son as many as 30 runs have been made, and 
the batting averages of the players are far be 
yond those in previous years. So expert a base 
ball man as Connie Mack attributes this unusual 





amount of batting to the failure of the pitchers 


to show customary form. The general opinion 


is that a livelier ball is the cause of it. 


At the end of last season a new ball with a 
cork center was introduced. 
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it isn’t spectacular when the pitchers can keep 
the ball away from the batters and the result 
stands 1 to 0. Batting and baserunning are 
the interesting features, the cause of all the ex- 
citement and most of the enthusiasm. A game 
without hitting is dull and lazy. 

Now that a way has been found to increase 
the batting and base running, by all means 
stick to it. We observe, however, that when the 
pitchers are right the ball doesn’t travel to the 
back fence very often. There have been two and 
three-hit garmes even with the new ball. 
the ascendancy of the batter over the pitcher is 
not to be deplored. .

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WILL LORIMER RESIGN. 

The rumor that Senator Lorimer will resign is 
doubtless the logic of the situation. His friends 
have supported him at great sacrifice to them- 
selves. It would be politically ethical, if there 
are ethics in this sort of politics, for him to re- 
ciprocate by sacrificing himself, thus saving him- 
self the possible or probable embarrassment of 
conviction and his supporters the embarrassment 
which attaches to indifference to corruption. 

Senator La Follette’s- persistence is alarming 
enough. He failed to secure for use last winter 
tne evidence of bribery which has since been pro- 
duced and of whose existence he was plainly 
aware at that time. There is no fear that the 
Wisconsin Senator will lessen his efforts until the 
last scrap of evidence is before the Senate. Bailey 





+ has already weakened, and Bailey was the strong- 


est Lorimer supporter. 

Bailey and the others fear not only the evi- 
dence, but, even when they sneer at it, they have 
regard for public sentiment. There is no divi- 
sion of public sentiment. It reaches beyond Lori- 
mer to every Senator who voted for him. It is 
strong, as it should be when the sanctity of the 
ballot is violated and the representatives of the 
people are corrupted. Lorimer will resign, if only 
to save himself the greater ignominy of berg 
kicked out.

How sad 
it is to think that the nobodies number about as 
many millions as the somebodies do hundreds. 
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THE UNDESIRABLE HINDU. 

As British subjects the Hindus are protesting 
vigorously against the exclusion policy of the Ca- 
nadian Government. Many Hindus wish to make 
Canada their home, but the people of the Domin- 
ion are opposed to accepting the Asiatics as fel- 
low citizens. The Hindu Friends’ Society of Vic- 
toria, British Columbia, has appealed to the Im- 
perial Conference at London for help in bringing 
the Canadians into a more tolerant frame of 
mind. The petition from the Friends’ Society 








points out that the Dominion immigration laws 


make it more difficult for a British citizen to emi- 
grate from India into Canada that it is for a Jap- 
anese or Chinese to become a resident of that 
country. 

The Hindus are British subjects, just as much 
so as the Canadians, but the Orientals who have 
desired to enter this country have had no claims 
upon the Government.” The Dominion immigra- 
tion laws are quite inconsistent with British im- 
perial policy, as the Hindus interpret it, because 
those laws discriminate against the native people 
of India. 

There are 6000 Hindus resident in Canada, most 
of them in British Columbia, but as a result of 
recent restrictions not a single Hindu, whether 
merchant, student or tourist, coming to Canada 
during the last two years, has been allowed to 
remain there. While a Japanese wishing to enter 
Canada is required to show only $50 in his pos- 
session, a Hindu must have $200. 

Canada and Australia are both afraid of Asiatic 
immigration. Their territorial areas are vast and 
their respective populations small. The fact that 
the Hindus are British subjects only complicates 
the question, making it harder to keep them out. 
British connection would become a positive dis- 
advantage to these great colonies if it involved 
the admission of unlimited numbers of Hindus. 
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An Idaho man who has been in the sheep bus!- 
ness for twenty years told the Senate Finance 
Committee that cattle and sheep get along very 
nicely together if ranged properly, He said 
it is the cattlemen and sheepmen who do not 
get along well with each other. If men behaved 
as well as the domestic animals this would be 
a better world than it is. 
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The clergy of the country sent hundreds of tele- 
grams to Moderator Carson of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, protesting against the publicity 
given the Grant heresy trial. It is a lamentable 
fact that the newspapers and the people generally 
no longer take a heresy trial seriously and are 
more diverted than shocked by the novelties of 
the heretic.

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PREDICTION AND REASON. 

It is rather a surprising fact that Hannis Tay- 
lor, the well-known authority on international 
jurisprudence, has made in his notable book, “The 
Origin and Growth of the American Constitution,” 
next 
month, a perfect forecast, both as to form and 
substance, of the judgment of the Supreme Court 
of. the ‘United States in the Standard Oil case. 
Mr. Taylor says: “Anticipating the course that 
would be followed, I wrote months ago: ‘From 
the higher point of view thus attained, the Su- 
preme Court.is now in a position to solve, by 
the refined methods of judge-made law, a com- 
plex and far-reaching problem that can hardly be 
dealt with successfully through the coarses meth- 
ods of statutory legislation. If an attempt should 
be made so to amend the act in question as to 
make clearer the distinction between lawful agree- 
ments reasonably restraining trade and those 
which are pernicious in their effect, a fresh ap- 
peal to the courts for construction would be the 
only practical outcome. If the histories of Roman 
and English law prove anything clearly, it is the 
fact that as the relations of advancing societies 
become more complex it fs the trained hand of the 
jurisconsult, rather than that of the legislator, 
that must solve the finer problems that arise out 
of them. No more difficult problems were ever 
presented to a judicial tribunal than those now 
pending before the Supreme Court of the United 
States, problems that ar@the outcome of a transi- 
tion from individualism to collectivism in a com- 
plex society governed by the most nicely balanced 
of all constitutions.”

In a book written by an Englishman there is 
found a proposition so revolutionary and at the 
some time so logical that it quite upsets us. When 
a theory appears to be absolutely correct, and 
when one will stultify one’s self by rejecting it and 
ruin one’s self by accepting it, what is one going to 
do? It is no good to emigrate, or commit suicide, 
or become an anarchist; several ordinary people 
and the problem will still remain, and philan- 
thropists will endow new asylums when the old 
ones are overcrowded. 

The book is entitled “The Tyranny of Speed,” 
and its author seeks for a means of forcing auto- 
mobiles to observe the laws. Observe his simple 
and brutal logic.

“There is little demand for the light and florid 
music of the French and Italian in Germany, in- 
cluding Vienna as well. Germany is for classical 
music by the strongest preference. The Germans 
are hard-working, persevering and expect every- 
one else to be the same. Indeed, Germany is no 
place for a girl to study music and enter upon 
an operatic career unless, in addition to a fine 
voice and fine appearance, she has the health 
end strength of a man. But there is this advan- 
tage in Germany over France and Italy, accord- 
ing to the interviews I have read in the Post- 
Dispatch, and that is that if a girl can sing 
well and stand the strain she is certain to get 
a hearing. Germans want the best music; it is to 
them the food of the soul. .And they don’t care 
& rap what country the singer comes from. Can 
she sing? That is the only question. 

“T'll own, of course, that a student sraduating 
from the German’s own conservatories is likely 
to stand a better chance than a girl who simply 
drops from the American skies and who, in all 
probability, will not sing in exactly the style 
preferred by the fatherland. But Germany has 
the advantage of innumerable local theaters and 
opera houses where a beginner may get a 
hearing. 

“Ambitious American girls, who have the re- 
quirements of voice and strength and appearance 
I have mentioned, need not be scared away from 
Germany by the cost of living—that is as com- 
pared with other musical centers. There are many 
good pensions where one can’ board and lodge 
for $1 a day, or say $1.50. And it is a country 
where small economies are not only approved 
but practiced by all classes, and inexpensive 
tastes are encouraged in all ways. 

HOME LIFE OFFSETS TEMPTATIONS. 

“Temptations? Why, of course; but only just 
as many temptations, and the same old ones, too,

leading, cannot help but have a restraining ef- 
fect and to be an advantage and a safeguard to 
American ‘girls who have exiled themselves for 
the sake of a career. There is more home life 
in Germany than in other musical centers where 
the students abound and American students can 
easily find themselves included in a family cir- 
cle that insures diversion and safety. 

“But I do agree with Geraldine Farrar and 
Fdith de Lys that an American girl should not 
come abroad alone. It is the craving of the 
human heart for sympathy that leads to half the 
trouble (as well as all the happiness) of the 
world, but the presence of one who talks the 
home language and thinks the home thoughts 
will have magic power to keep up courage in 
difficulties and repel temptation. Am ican sirls 
should come to Europe with their bethaes or 
with some faithful friend.

Earliest prices aver- 
aged 10@l5ic iorer: but an unexpected 
brisker turn of the trade materialized 
later, with virtually all of the decline 
regained except for the big-weight 
steers, 1400 pounds and better, which still 
indicate a dime decline for the week. 

Top of the trade was $6.25, made with 
864-pound yearlings and 1444-pound 
steers.

The heifer market was irregular, but 
averaged lic lower for the period. Tops 
landed at $6.10, with a majority of the 
medium to well fatted kinds at $5.2@ 
5.90. Cheap, light-fleshed grades went 
down around $4.75. 

Good to choice cows had the strongest 
decline of grown caitle. Those of $4,0@ 
5 value declined 15@25c and but few were 
cashed over $5. Market for lower- 
priced varieties nearly steady. Medium 
killers largely $3.65@4.25, cutters at $3.10@ 
3.75 and canners $2.50@3. Bull trade 
closed 15@25c lower. But few reached $5; 
most business being between $4@4.75. 
The vealer market closed on an §$8,26 
basis. Market averaged Tic lower for 
the week. 

‘Little Change Indicated. 

Results in the stock cattle trade was 
a quiet aes gy. basis, which indicated 
little change for the week. Supplies 
were small, likewise the demand, thus 
business was comparatively nominal. 

Southern cattle receipts aggregated 
about 200 cars against 67 a month 
ago and 240 a year ago. Arrivals last 
week were the largest since last fall. 
The supply consisted largely of Tex- 
as and Oklahoma steers. Caked and 
grass steers were mostly in evidence, 
though several consignments of meal 
fea were included. 

Market opened dull and 10@lb5c 
lower in sympathy with native cat- 
tle. .However, the finish of the pe- 
riod indicated little — change 
for the good kinds though common 
sorts closed at the indicated decline. 
Meal fed steers gold at $4.65 @5.60, 
grass steers at $4.70@5 and caked

There was little available in the 
stuff and mixed lots. The market was 
nominally steady.

Hog Supply Increases. 

The receipts of hogs were liberal 
last week, the supply being the larg- 
est of the year, and as a consequence 
the market was on the decline most 
of the week. Prices reached the low- 
est point that they have been for two 
years or more. The noticeable fea- 
ture of the trade was .that buyers 
were looking for a little heavier hogs 
than they have been doing for a 
g00d while. Best sellers were the 
good hogs weighing 180 to 220 pounds. 

The first of the week the top of 
the market was $6.20, but it dropped 
down to $5.95 later, which is the 
lowest point the market has been 
on for more than two years. Ship- 
pers and butchers are still buying 
the hogs around the top of the mars 
ket as they were willing to pay 1 
20c more than the packers. Packers 
purchased lots of good hogs after 
the middle of the week at $5.65¢ 


The Southern pigs and lights, also 
rough sows and stags, were poor 
sellers all week and most of them 
sold from $5@5.50. Best shipping hogs 
at the close of the week sold at $5.80 
@5.90. On Tuesday the _ receipts 
amounted to a little more than 16,- 
00¢ head and was the largest of the 
year. 

Spring Lambs Plentiful. 

The receipts were liberal, and while 
there was a good many clipped Western 
sheep and lambs on the market, the 
larger share of the offerings were spring 
lambs and native sheep. It was the first 
week of the year when there was a 
zood number of spring lambs to be had. 
The market was active all week and 
prices made a slight gain over the close 
of the previous week. 

Tennessee furnished the. best of the 
spring lambs, and they sold from $7.60@ 
7.9, good fat lambs from Kentucky, IIl- 
nois and Missouri. sold at $7.35@7.65. 
while fair grades brought $6.50@7.25 and 
the culls $4.50@6. Clipped lambs were 
also good sellers and the best went at 
$6.50@6.90, the latter price being the 
highest of the year. Fat mutton shee 
brought $4.40@4.65, and fair grades $4¢ 
4.25. This sheep went as stockers at 
$2.25@3.50, while bucks sold largely at 
$3.25@3.50. Lambs lost 25c and sheep 40c 
toward the close of the week. 

Cut in Prices of Horses. 


Receipts of horses and mules were 
moderately large last week. A fair rep- 
resentation of buyers was in from the 
East and South, but the demand was 
hardly equa] to the supply. The market 
was therefore not as active ag it was the 
preceding week, but moved ag briskly 
as could he expected at this, the duil 
time of the year, when horses have 
been coming into the market the way 
they have all winter and spring. 

There was‘a noticeable cut tn prices, 
good horses selling about $5 per head 
lower than the week previous, and the 
poorer kinds at around $15 per head. 
Hastern kinds, especially the chunk, 
sold best, with the least reduction in 
price from last week’s standard. Mules 
moved slowly, both in commission and 
dealers’ hands. Prices on all kinds 
steady, with good mules of any size the 
only salable ones. —

Scarcity. 


The situation in the spot cotton 
market has changed -but little the 
past week, while the future markets 
of the world have shown a tendency 
to work lower. Summer months are 
showing the greatest weakness, the 
fal] and winter months being rela- 
tively strong. .. 

In New York Monday the market, 


opening for July at 15.94-95c. worked 
up to a closing at 16.07-08c, exactly 
reversing the course of Saturday’s 
market and raster rae pesos to the 
level of the close Friday evening. 
Tuesday another decline was made, 
the market opening at 16.04-05c for 
July, worked back to 16.94-95c, the 
same ag in Saturday’s close. A fur- 
ther decline was registered Wednes- 
Gay; opening unchanged from the 
previous day at 16.94-95¢, July closed 
at 15,86-87c. Thursday, opening at 
15.76-80c, July has sold as low as 
15.62c, recovering quickly to 15.74c. 
The fall and winter months have 
been steadter: October, Thursday at 
noon, selling around 13.1lle, as 
against 13.18c last Saturday, a’ de- 
Cline of only 8 points, indicating. 
probably, that around 18¢ the trade 
considers cotton cheap with regard 
to resent scarcity and full, pros- 
pective supply next fali. The closing 
market was irregular but showed a 
downward tendency. 

The visible cupely ef cotton on 
May 19 was 3,262,382 bales, against 
3,228,256 the same date last year, an 
increase of 24,126 bales only; these 
figures cannot be viewed as any other 
than bullish when it is remembered 
that there have come into sight this 
season 11,158,146 bales, against 9,767,- 
593 last year. ; 

Since May 19 stocks at all the ports 
have increased 12,000 bales. This is 
probably all cotton that is bound for 
Liverpool and the Continent, as little 
ig heard of cotton bound for New 
York at the present time. This con- 
tinued inroad on American stocks 
makes more serious the lack of pint 
ply in this country; the total supply 
of cotton in America at the present 
time ts in round figures 620,000 bales. 
against 760,000 last year, a condition 
of affairs that may pane | about a 
drastic curtailment of production by 
the mills, creating a scarcity of the 
finished product and*subsequent high- 
er prices, to equalize the high price 
of the raw cotton, Fall River contin- 
ues to send in reports of curtailment 
and other mills in other places must 
soon resort to short-time running. 

At present no question is being 
raised as to values for the actual cot- 
ton; quotations in the principal spot 
markets are fairly uniform. St. Louis 
middling is quoted at 15%c, New Or- 
leans 1511-16c, Memphis 15%c, Gal- 
veston 15%c, Augusta 15%c. These 
prices in the main are nominal, and 
sales ‘slightly above and below the 
quotation are common, the supply 
being so small as to make each lot 
of cotton command its own price. 

The question of correct value of 
cotton in the coming fall and winter 
is from now on a question of weather 
conditions. As the prospects are now 
for a large crop, the trade at large 
considers 13c a fair price, and may base 
calculations as to the future course of 
the market on this figures. 

The weather at! over the belt, with 
the exception of South Carolina and 
parts of Oklahoma, continues good, 
and the crop is progressing satisfac 
torily.

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Manipulation in May wheat in Chi- 
cago again was the controlling factor in 
the week’s late grain market, The price 
of the congested option was lifted above 
99c, the high point on the movement, 4c 
up from Monday’s low figuré; and over 
l4c higher than the low level touched 
90 days ago. The effect of the rise on 
distant options however, was slight, 

Outside of the movement in May, 
weather was the market factor. It was 
unseasonably hot and dry in the South- 
west and trade is inclined to believe that 
the rainfall in Kansas and Nebraska 
has not been sufficient. The weather 
forecast over Sunday, however, was 
for showers and cooler and prices were 
irregular in Saturday's market. 

Crop reports sifting in were mixed, but 
somewhat bullish. The Burlington Rail- 
road crop report said: ‘“‘Winter wheat 
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in the south and west portions of Ne- x 


braska was damaged considerably last 
week by the high winds which prevailed. 
In the southwestern part of the State @ 
large amount of wheat has been plowed 
up and the ground planted to corn. All 
last week the “winds were very high, 
reaching 38 miles an hour for several 
days, uch of the wheat was literally 
blown out of the ground.” 

From a market standpoint the weath- 
er question is a vital one, It goes with- 
out saying that such high temperatures 
as prevailed the past week, especially 
following a general deficiéncy in spring 
moisture, are detrimental to growing 
wheat and daily lowering the yield. 

If there is no material change in con- 
ditions in the next 10 days the grain pits 
will probably take fire, ag sentiment is 
shaping for a crop scare and an un- 
wieldy short interest tn the market 
makes the short position highly’ vul- 


nerable. 
The Lanyon Deal. 

In the local market, interest the paws 
week centered in the Lanyon May wheat 
deal. So far, it is estimated, Lanyon 
has had deilvered to him on May con- 
tracts upward of 800,000 bu: He stated 
Friday that he expected his deliveries 
to amount to over 1,000,000 bu by 
ae the closing day of the op- 

on. 

Lanyon has paid cash for all tenders 
made to him so far. 

Whether a squeeez of shorts can 
be engineered in the last days of th 
deal remains to be geen, but the- trad 
is of the opinion that most of he 
speculative shorts have covered, and 
the outstanding contracts, which are 
still said to total several hundred 
thousand bushels, are held by cash 
and elevator: interests who have the 
grain to deliver. 

If this proves true, the deal will 
culminate quietly, and Lanyon wili 
then have to work out of his holdings 
by merchandising them to the mill- 
ing trade.

The passengers were transférred to 
another west-bound car and went on 
their way, teo much disgruntled to re- 
joice appreciably. Cady took the first 
car back to the barn and started Dil- 
lon and McPherson out on another run. 
Other Meramec Highlands cars passed 
Maplewood without interruption. 

Dillon and McPherson are the second 
crew to be arrested in Maplewood. in 
retaliation for an order in which Capt. 
McCulloch directed his conductors’ to 
hold Meramec Highlands’. cars at the 
United Railways station in Maplewood 
until they collected fares for the sec- 
ond lap of the journey. 

Maplewood is a division point. on the 
Meramec Highlands line and prior to 
the new order, conductors did not col- 
lect the extra fares until they had 
passed the station. This gave the pas- 
sengers the opportunity of boarding a 
car a few blocks from the station and 
riding far into the extra-fare territory 
on single fares.

HADLEY AND YOUNG 
FAVORED ALLENDER 


Sam Allender, the new Chief of De- 
tectives is 6 feet tall and weighs 225 
pounds, and is extremely cordial in 
manner. He was favored for the place 
by Gov. Hadley and Chief of Police 
Young. He is a friend of Smith, and is 
said to have introduced Smith to Rich- 
ard C. Kerens, who was for several 
years his employer. Allender’s acquain- 
tance with Kerens developed during his 
service for the Frisco, in which Kerens 
was a large stockholder. 

Allender and Smith met after an- 
nouncement of the board’s action had 
been made, and it was ‘‘Jim’’ and ‘‘Sam’”’ 
between them as they shook hands. A 
report was spread that Allender might 
name Smith as Assistant Chief, the 
position he formerly held under William 
Desmond. When asked about this, Al- 
lender laughed and said he could make 
no announcement. 

Allender is 49 years o!d, he declared 
last night; although the record of his 
former connection with the department 
makes him out 53. He explained that at 
the time of his application. for member- 
ship on the force in 1883, his hand was 
in a sling, and a friend who made out 
the paper for him got his dates mixed. 

He was appointed to the force July 19, 
1888, and was made a detective Jan. 1, 
1890. Smith, appointed in the same year, 
was his walking partner. Allender re- 
signed from the detective force July 1, 
1898. and went to work for the Frisco. 

While on the detective force, Allender 
did the most essential work on the Mis- 
souri Pacific train robbery of 1895, in 
which Gov. Stone ard State Treasurer 
Stephens, later Governor, were among 
the passengers whom Sam Wilson, the 
lone bandit, terrorized into believing him 
a party or seven or eight bandits. 

Allender found Wilson’s satche) in 
the weeds near the place where he had 
waylaid the train, east of Pacific Junc- 
tion, and it yielded documents which 
led to the bandit’s capture at his home 
near Lebanon. 

He also did tmportant work on the 
Hedgpeth-Siy Glendale train robbery, 
and was the captor of the murderer 
of a recluse named Winan, who was 
Killed in his home on the Bellefontaine 
road, in. 1897. He found the .murdered 
man’s vest In a pawnshop, and through 
it, traced the man “who had left. it 
there.

in the Desert of Sahara, from which he 
was rudely toppled by the police of 
his native land, France..One or more 
women here already hold the title 
of Countess, which it is said he be- 
stowed upon them. 

These facts came to reht today. in 
connection with a despatch the Em- 
peror forwarded to the Supreme Court 
in this city, proclaiming the Imperial 
intention of apfealing from the order 
of Justice Giegrich, permitting George 
W. Egbert, receiver for the Carnegie 
Trust Co., to pay to the depositors in 
that concern a dividen 6f 25 cents on 
the dollar. 

He Has a Small Claim. 

The Emperor has a claim of $2,000,000 
against the Carnegie Co .. for the pro- 
ceeds of houses and estates in France 
which the Carnegie Co., under power of 
attorney, sold for him. In proof of the 
fact that the company had been com- 
manded by him to dispose of his prop- 
erty, there came to light today a proc- 
lamation issued at the time the Imperial 
decision on that subject had been ar- 
rived at. 

This proclamation, printed in the reg- 
ulation | Governmental type and couched 
in the third person, employed only by 
monarchs, 
cratic rulers of men opens thus: 

“Sale of all real estate situated in 
France belonging to His Majesty 
Jacques, Premier.’’ 

The exact whereabouts of the im- 
perial court of Sahara is unknown, but 
it is believed to be in the neighborhood 
of the Hetel Savoy, although the EBm- 
peror himself spends most of his time 
in taxicabs. These he never enters un- 
til they are in motion, a strategem he 
conceived himself, and which so far has 
enabled him to keep well ahead of the 
spies he believes the French Govern- 
ment has employed to dog him. 

Wants Gold;'on the Corner. 

For similar reasons, when he is in 
need of funds he orders the keeper of 
the imperial treasury to meet. him on 
the cornex of certain streets with the 
amount of money he desires in new gold 
coin. He will. have nothing to do with 
paper currency representing the mere 
promise of a rival government to pay 
the amount of money set forth on the 
face of the note. At one time the Car- 
negie Trust, officials delivered $20,000 in 
gold to him &t the corner of Broadway 
and Exchange place.

KANSAS CITY, Kan., May 27.—When 
a large dray loaded with cases of_bot- 
tles marked ‘‘soda water’’ stopped in 
front of the home of an old beer-lov- 
ing German couple in this prohibition 
metropolis, consternation prevailed. 

Persons who saw the wagon with the 
soda water sign wondered how the old 
couple happetied to order soda water. 
Among those who wondered was a city 
detective, who found that the ‘soda 
water’ was the same old beer from 
a brewery branch in Kansas City, Mo. 
The investigation revealed that the 
large amount of ‘‘soda water’’ recently 
in this city realty was the 
tabooed beverage. 

No arrests yet have followed the ‘de- 
avery oc the beer under the name o. 
‘“‘sodan water."” The wagon drivers have 
shown that the customers ordered beer 
in advance for delivery, which is not 
illegal because of the interstate com- 
merce act. Instead of delivéring the 
beer in beer wagons and beer cases, it 
was delivered in the soda water wagons 
and soda water cases. 

Brewery agents explain that the beer 
is brought across the line in soda waé¢ 
ter disguise because many eustomers 
object to having it known that they 
are buying beer. It is supposed to be 
pall right for a family to buy as much 
“soda water” as is wanted and no one 
would say anything about it. And so 
the heer business ig flourishing.

Fight Between Best Cars and ’ 
Greatest Drivers. 





The automobile trade districts of 
St. Louis will be like a * cemetery 
Tuescay, for nearly every dealer in 
motor cars or their accessories will 
be at the race meet at Indianapolis, 
Memorial Day. A large number of

Highly “tuned” and mechanically

Every 
car must show speed of 75 miles an 
hour to qualify f5r one of the great- 
est races in the history of the motor 
contest sport, When-the entries to 
this event were closed May 1, there 
were 46 cars entered, manned by a 
list of drivers which includes every 
well-known pilot in America, as well 
as several who made their reputa- 
tions in Europe ‘before coming to 
the United States, 

Ten of these were eliminated in 
the speed trials Saturday, leaving 36 
to start at 10 a. m. Tuesday for the 
500-mile race. 

$40,000 in Prize Money. 

Thé long race has assumed even 
greater proportions than the promot- 
ers had anticipated when the pursé 
of $25,000 in gold was offered for 
the winners of the first ten places. 
A capital prize of $10,000 headed a 
list of nine others as follows: Sec- 
ond, $6000; third, $3000; fourth, $2000; 
fifth, $1500; sixth, $1000; seventh, 
$800; eighth, $700; ninth, $600; tenth, 
$500. In addition to this small for- 
tune there have been added side 
prizes by various accessory makers, 
which bring the total to be wen up 
to about $40,000. Supplementing the 
cash prizes are ten bronze plaques 

ich will be given to the entrants 
of the ten winning cars. It long has 
been the rule in* motor-car racing 
that the drivers shall receive the cash 
prizes and the makers the trophies.

The race will start at 10 o’clock 
in the morning and probably the 
‘winner will cross the, tape.on his 
last lap about 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon.

Hadley Names Men Who Will 
Determine Course of State 
Highway- From St. Louis. 


DISTANCE IS 275 ‘MILES 


Three Routes Have Been Desig- 
nated——the Northern, Central 
, and the Southern. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 27.- 
Gov, Hadley has launched a movement 
for the construction of a State high- 
way from 8t. Louis to Kansas City, 
and hopes to see the route selected by 
the early part of August and the grad- 
ing completed by the latter part of 
Septenber. 

Recently he has been in conference 
with the State Highway Engineer Cur- 
tis W. Hill of Columbia, and with oth- 
er persons interested in the State road 
movement. At his suggestion, the 
State Highway Engineer mapped out 
three tentative routes, two of which 
are north of the Misgouri River and 
‘the other south of it. + 

Thée were designated the Northern, 
southern and central routes and have 
been laid out in blue prints for the 
Governor’s inspection. 

Appoints a Committee, 

Today the Governor appointéd a com- 
mittee from the State Board of Agri 
culture to pass upon the advaiability 
of the routes proposed and to select 
one of them. The committee is em- 
powered to make such changes in the 
soutes as it deems advisable in order 
to take advantage of road already con- 
structed which can be utilized and to 
avoid heavy grades. _ 

Upon this committee he appointed: 
Col. N. H. Gentry of Sedalia: Dred 
D. Munson of Osceola; EB. E. Swink 
af Farmington; Cel. W. A. Dallmeyer 
of Jefferson City; George H. Sly of 
Rockport; Charles Householder of Aux- 
vassee and Ailen N. Thompson of 
Nashua. 

This committee will make a trip over 
the routes proposed by the State High- 
way Engineer, in automobiles furnished 
by the automobile clubs of St. Louis 
and Kansas City. They will call meet- 
ings to ascertain public sentiment. 

Northern Route. 

Begining at St, Louis, the northern 
route passes through St. Charles in St. 
Charles County; Old Monroe and Els- 
berry in Lincoln County; Louisiana and 
Bowling Green in Pike County; Vanda- 
lia and Mexico in Audrain County; Cen- 
tralia and Sturgeon in Boone County; 
Moberly in Randolph County; Keytes- 
ville and Brunswick in Chariton Coun- 
ty; Carrollton in Carroll County; Rich- 
mond .in Ray .County; Liberty. in Clay 
County, ending at Kansas City. 

Southern Route. 

Beginning at St. Louis, the southern 
route. passes through Union and Gray 
Summit in Franklin County; Drake and 
Mgunt Sterling in Gasconade ..County; 
Linn in Osage County, crossing the riv- 
er at Huber’s Ferry; Jefferson City in 
Cole County; California and Tipton in 
Moniteau; the extreme southern portion 
of Cooper County; Sedalia in Pettis 
County; Warrensburg and Holden in 
Johnson County; Pleasant Hill. in Cass 


son County. thence to Kansas City. 


Central Route. : 

Beginning at St. Louis, the central 
route passes through St. Charles and 
Dardenne in Charles County; Warren- 
ton in Warren County; High Hill and 
Danville in Montgomery County; Wil- 
liamsburg and Fulton in Callaway 
County; Calumbia and Roeheport§ in 
Boone County; Fayette in Howard 
County, crossing the river at Lisbon; 
Marshall and ‘Blackburn in Saline 
County: Higginsville and Odessa in La- 
fayette County; Oak Grove and Inde- 
pendence in Jackson County, ending at 
Kansas City. 

Other Routes Suggested. 

A number of. modifications or varia- 
tions of this route are suggested, one 
of which is to go’ from Fulton in Calla- 
way County to Jefferson City, crossing 
the river there, and continuing on to 
Kansas City over the southern route 
described above. 

The Governor says that the State, the 
counties and the people affected should 
each contribute to the construction of 
the State highway. Under the law 
enacted by the Forty-fifth General As- 
sembly, a. county may obtain from the 
State, he says, one-half the amount 
which it expends in permgnent road im- 
provement, provided tha this does not 
exceed 3 per cent of the entire good road 
fund. ; 

When the proposition to bulld a State 
highway. between Kansas City and St. 
Louis was taken up under the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Folk.no agreement could 
be reached upon a single route and a 
convention of highway engineers de- 
cided that “two roads should be built, 
one north and the other south of the 
river. This divided sentiment upon the 
proposition and the scheme was finally 
abandoned. 

Wants One Route. 

The Governor wants to get around this 
proposition by settling upon one route 
and concentrating the energies of all 
concerned upon it. 

The central and southern, routes are 
of historical interest. The southern fol- 
lows along thé course of the old mill- 
tary road from St. Louis to Jefferson 
City, while the central route follows 
pretty closely the known course of the 
old Boon’s Lick Road and the Santa Fe 
Trail. f ; 

This would make a highway of great 
historical interést entirely across the 
State. If this route were selected, the 
Governor says, a big public meeting will 
be called for the unveiling of the Santa 
Fe Trail monument, fér the erection of, 
which the last Legislature appropriated

BABIES 


Dreamland, Heart of Great Sea- 


shore Resort, Is Ruined 
by Flames. 


NEW YORK, May 27.—When . Dream- 
land—a Coney Island Park—was be- 
irig destroyed by fire early this morn- 
ing a.dozen men led by Capt. “Jack” 
Bonavita, the one armed lion trainer, 
battled with lions, tigers, pumas and 
leopards. in the Ferrari arena. The 
beasts fought among themselves regard- 
less of the trainers. Those of the wild 
enimals which did not fall prey to the 
flames found a merciful death by bul- 
lets. 

From every window in the ahimal 
building bullets whizzed in pursuit of 
some panther or puma which had broken 
through the fire to run into a more 
seething furnace in the heart of the 
blazing park: One leopard, its. spotted 
coat ablaze, dashed past jhe firemen 
and under the Dreamland board walk. 
It made its way to Surf avenue. At 
Sea~Beach walk a policeman’s builet 
ended the frenzied animal's wild run. 

Almost in the wake of the leopard 
came Black Prince, the magnificent 
lion which was part of the Bonavita 
group. Bowling over two men, the big 
ii0n sped across >urf avenue, clawing 
at fire horses and snarling at ‘the en- 
zines which were by this time lined up 
alongside the hydrants between West 
Tenth streets. 


Babies Are Saved. 
“Kill the beast. Shoot quick!" shout- 


ed the crowd just as the lion leaped 
past two young women who were carry- 
ing babes from the infant incubator 
building to the home of Dr. J. O, Pierce 
in West Eighth street, a rescue which 
ir, itself was heroic. 

Three shots rang out at one time, but 
the lion kept*on its flight. It caught 
its claws in the soft wood and plaster 
of the: ‘*Rocky Road to Dublin” build- 
ing and in a second climbed up that 
structure to a portico 15 feet above ghe 
ground. Below the animal .was the 
crowd which had given chase. ° P 

Again the policemen were asked to 
aim their pistols, but the bulfets 
missed. Then Capt. Bonavita and 
Ferrari, the animal man, came along. 
Théy took steady aim and fired two 
shots which found their mark. The 
beast wriggled and fell to the street 


to death. 
Before Black Prince could stagger 


to his feet policemen had fired-shots 
which ended the animal's life. Bofa- 
vita and his men ran back to the 
Yerrari Building, where four other 
lions and four leopards had been 
driven into shifting dens, The dens 
were dragged to a lot near the Coney 
Island Police Station, 
Elephant Ja Destroyed. 

As the roof crashed into the arena 
Little Hip, the midget elephant, was 
roped by one of the trainers. It 
tugged against the effort of the 
trainers to free it, and then, snap- 
ping the rope, the pachyderm ran 
into the fire. Before the flames had 
enveloped the elephant a giant.tiger 
was on its back, teaping and clawing. 
Both vanished from view as a section 
of the roof collapsed. . 

It was no longer possible for, the 
trainers to remain in the building. 
Bverywhere the beasts, libérated as 
the fire burned away the wooden 
supports to the dens, ran wild. 
trainers with policemen then kept 
up a steady fusillade of - shots to 
drive the beasts to their death. 


Many times the animals could. bef 
seen by the firemen running about} 


the park, their manes ablaze and re- 
sembling fire brands. As the animgls 
crouched under some flismy decora- 
tion there was another blaze. In this 
way the park was dotted with firés 
before the main body of the flames 
rolled through the buildings.

HEN President Taft ordered the unprecedented mobilization of the United States 
regular army along the Mexican frontier, there were many who cried ‘‘ Militar- 
ism!’’ Perhaps they did not know that, under an unobtrusive enactment of 


Congress, every able-bodied citizen between 18 and 45 years of age is enrolled as a 
soldier of the United States, under compulsion to serve if called upon in time of war. 


Pa es] 
Y THE new system, 
copied partly from Prus- 
sia and partly from 
Great Britain, there are 
now approximately 16,- 
000,000 men Hable for 
field duty under contro] 
of the War Department. 
These are divided by 
law into three “lines.” 
The first comprises 
about ‘ 78,000 regulars 
(17,310 in 1910), who 
may be increased by en- 
listment. to 100,000. 
The second is the National Guard, known under 
‘the acts of last year, 1908 and 1903, as tne 
Organized Militia, and now numbering 121,580, 
with no limit on its increase. The third, cre- 
ated by act of Congress, is the Reserve Militia, 
including every citizen capable of bearing arms, 
and estimated at 15,490,000 mea. Most of these, 
| probably, are unaware that they are officially 
troops in a legally constituted division of the 
United States army. 
a This vast body of reserve militiamen is not re- 


Pa LJ 
garded by the War Department as part of the 
militia of the states, but as “Federal citizen sol- 
diery;” a supplement of the regular army. This 
view is taken to escape the provisions of the Con- 
stitution which vest in the states a large control 
over their organized nationa] guard. In the opin- 
ion of army experts, this divided control operates 
against military efficiency. In a report made by 
the Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs, this 
official conviction is frankly expressed as fol- 
lows: 

“The conclusion is reached that while a Federal 
citizen soldiery may be made really efficient for 
field service, a state militia under existing circum- 
stances will always vary from. very satisfactory 
to very unsatisfactory. It can hardly be expect- 
ed to be uniformly efficient. 

“A body of Federal citizen soldiery, organized 
by Federal law, would have to be organized under 
the power of Congress, granted by the Constitu- 
tion to raise and support armies. It could not be 
any part of the militia authorized by the Con- 
stitution. Such a reserve force might well con- 
stitute a part of the regular army of the United 
States—a reserve branch to supplement and com 
bine with the active regular army and the or-

ganized militia for national defense in time 
of .eme:gency.” 

In theory, the army situation in the United 
States, as well as in England, is now the same 
as that of Prussia; that is, all eligible citizens 
have been impressed in a body into the service 
of the War Department. The same purpose has 
been served in the three countries: that, in 
ease of war, the military would not be compelled 
to depend upon volunteers. 

The difference is in the manner in which the 
varieus war departments exercise their powers. 
In Germany, compulsory service means that every 
citizen fit to bear arms belongs for seven years 
to the regular army, for five: more years to the 
Landwehr (corresponding to ougNational Guard) ; 
and then, until his thirty-ninth year, to a second 
levy of the Landwehr. During this t'me from 
two to three years must be spent in actual serv- 
ice “under the colors without interruption.” 

In England it has been taken for granted that 
a ministry which attempted to enforce compulsory 
military service in time of peace would collapse. 
There is no doubt that still more formidable re- 
sults would follow any attempt to Prussianize the 
United States in actual fact. 

According to the terms of the law adopted by 
Congress in 1903 and amended in 1908 and 1910, 
“the militfa shall consist of every able-bodied 
male citizen and every able-bodied male of for- 
eign birth who has declared his intention of be- 
coming a citizen.” 

The service began theoretically from the pas- 
sage of the act. There are no exemptions save 
Federal office holders and those who may be 
especially excepted by state laws. Peace advo- 
cates may escape i: they can prove that they 
belong to “anti-war religious sects, churches or 
organizations well recognized at the time of the 
passage of this act.” They can not organize 
emergency “peace and good will” societies in or- 
der to evade military duty. 

The reorganization of the military system of the 
United States was put into effect during the 
Roosevelt era, and planned not only the forma- 
tion of an immense reserve militia under Fed- 
eral, instead of state, command, but also the ex- 
tension of Federa) control, by different devices, 
ever thé: National Guard. 


Militia Only “‘Armed M 
T first, West Point inspectors were sent 
A out to investigate the condition of the 
state militia, and fou circumstances 
which deeply shocked them. One inspector re- 
ported, of a volunteer .regiment, that it was 
“nothing but an armed mob of patriotic citl- 
zens.” In Kentucky and Arkansas they were 
scandalized to find that “every militia private 
thinks he is as good ag anybody, even & 
brigadier-general.” In Kansas, Missouri, Ten- 
nessee and Texas, they declared militia colonels 


“Were selected because of their activity in their 


communities or because they came from “good 
old fathilies.” One company, it was charged, was 
guilty of having canteens withoyt corks and 
dirty dishes. 

These reports are said to have influenced the 


passage of.the Dick bill, 
which went into effect on 
Jan. 21, 1910, and which 
was framed by Elihu 
Root, then Secretary - of 
War. It provided that 
“the organization, arma: 
ment and dicipline of the organized militia of 
the several states and territories and in the 
District of Columbia shall be the same as for 
the regular army of the United States, subject 
in time of peace to such exceptions as may ne 
authorized by the Sétretary of War.” 

The law, however, modifies the power of the 
Secretary -of War over the National Guard by 
several important checks. One of these is based 
upon the express declaration of the Federal Con- 
stitution, “reserving to the states respectively 
the appointment of the officers and the training 
of the militia according to the discipline pre- 
scribed by Congress.” This check applies only 
until war is declared and troops are called out 
by the President. ‘ 
Militia Retain Civil Rights. 

S. prescribed by Congress the discipline 
A of the militia is: that of the regular 

army, but may, in time of peace, be en- 
forced by the War Department oniy through 
state authority and state officers. 

In addition, except during war or an insurrec- 
tion, the members of the National Guard retain 
their civil rights. Hence, says one writer on 
the subject, “while they are being nationalized, 
all is polite and pleasing. They are considered 
as members of the freshman class fn a great uni- 
versity of war, the faculty of which is in Wash- 
ington.” : 

Among the methods already put into opera- 
tion for converting the National Guard, as far 
as the Constitution permits, into an arm.of the 
regular army, are interstate maneuvers, Federal 
pay for militiamen during encampment. cor- 
respondence schools in military tactics of vol- 
unteer officers, and supervision of drills by West 
Point strategists. 

Under the acts of the Roosevelt regime, the 
members of the National Guard, when on duty 
in cazaps or engaged in military exercises under 


control of the War Department, are entitled to . 
A Division of Mili- “ 


the pay of regular soldiers. 
tary Affairs was created in the War Department 
in 1908. Co-operating with the Secretary of War 
and the general staff, this div'sion controls the 
discipline and training of the Nationa! Guard in 
each state. 

The Adjutant-General of each state is theo- 
retically an Adjutant-General in the Wnited States 
army. 

Laws were drafted for troduction in the state 
legislatures repeating the main provisions of the 
congressional enactments on the subject, and a 
board of state adjutant-generals was appointed to 
act with the War Department. 

The most picturesque demonstrations of the rev- 
olution which hag been wrought in the American 
military system are the interstate maneuvers, be- 
ginning in 1908, in which national guardsmen 
from different states, mingled with regiments

Simultaneously, Federal “schools of instruc 
tion” were founded, at Sparta, Wis.; at Antietam 
and at the Presidio, California, and courses es- 
tablished for the training of militia artillery, 
cavalry, signal corps and medical eorps. 

Going a step farther, correspondence schools 
were organized, to teach the science of war by 
mai], with gegular army officers as instructors in 
the use Of maps and in tactics and strategy. 

Official communications assert that war can 
today be prosecuted successfully only after a long 
und regular training in the science of armed con- 
flict. Some of the more advanced military sel- 
entists hold that this education should begin in

‘Y is a “gay cat’? 

In other parlance, 
what mysterious mig- 
iatory instinct is it 
that impels a carpen- 
ter, or a plumber, or a 
miner, so sailled in his 
trade that he can 4l- 
ways command a 
steady job, to abandon 
home and comfort, 
with the love of wife 
and children, in ordcr 
}oam, ’ without rest, 
through hardships and 


labors, to the four corners of the earth? 

Your thoroughbred “bum,” who would no more 
contaminate himself w‘th work than an ancient 
Egyptian would lay finger on a pig, travels fre- 
quently with reluctance, simply because he must. 
The police magistrate gives him a choice of the 
ealabcose or leaving town. The “yegg,” or crim- 
inal vagabond, fares afield often with the hue 
and cy of justice behind h'm, or in quest of new 
opportunities for his accomp] shments. But why 
should the “gay cat,” who could make himself 
a useful citizen in any commurity, beta e hin- 
self to the miseries of b a ebeams, “side-door 
Pullmans” (box cars), and the cramped interiors 
of locomotive cowcatchers? ? 

What is a “gay cat”? Perhaps you have never 
heard of him, though you know tom cats, wild 
cats and feminine “cats.” He is an interesting 
combination, and his species is numbered by 
tnousands. He is half-tramp, availing himself 
of all the hobo’s expedients for gadding about 
the world without paying for his travels, and 
ialf-man with a trade, the goal of whose rambles 
2 always a job. He has all the “bum’s” philo- 
scphical contempt for the man so “easy” as to 
“ride the velvet,” which means to pay railroad 
fare. But he also incurs the “bum’s” astonished 
disdaiii because of his incorrigible habit of look- 
ing for work. 

“We travel from wanderlust, from love df ad- 
venture,” explained an ex-gay cat,” who had 
joined the “home guard” of those who have ceased 
from rambling. “When I was a youth I wanted 
to see the country, and see it right.

rmense surprise, the big ‘gay cat’ burst into sobs 
and wailed in treble accents:

(railroad iaborer) as he is.’

Below the “gay cat,” whose occupations are 
versatile and include all the skilled trades, ar- 
the “hoboes,” who, strictly speaking, are rail- 
road construction laborers. Therefore, all 
classes of migrants fee] a contempt, mixed with 
indignation, at the members of James Eads How's 
Brotherhood Welfare Association in St. Louis, 
who arrogate to themselves the title of “hoboes.’ 

“Those fellows have as much right to the name 
of ‘hobo,’” said one “gay cat,” ‘‘as a baron has 








to scopt the arms of a king. Most of them are 
fakers “10d plain tramps.” 

Lowest of all come the “seissor-vilis,” or 
greenhorns, sometimes called “apple knockers.” 
in opprobrious reference to their recently aban- 
doned agricultural pursuits. The different classes, 
of course, overlap. A “scissor-bill” may de- 
velop into a “hobo,” a “gay cat,” a “bum” or 
even a “yegg.” 

But the “gay cat” is a clannish creature and 
flocks to himself. In the intervals between his 
travels he usually lives with others of his kind 
in lodging houses. If he is prosperous, he takes 
e room at 25 cents a night. If he is financially 
embarrassed, as he often is, he “rides the bron- 
cho” or “rides the camel.” In other words, he 
‘sleeps on the top or the bottom shelf of double- 
decker beds at a dime a night. 


“Gay Cats” With Money. 


HE “gay cat” is not a Socialist, but he 
i believes that his constitutional right to 
the pursuit of happiness includes the 


privilege of riding on trains without paying> 


fare. 
“The idea,” sald one of them, “of a man who 
works hard for his money giving it to a rail- 


road company!” he 


The most he will do is to pay 50 cents to a 
“shack” (brakeman) for permission to ride un- 
molested over his division. Frequently a sup- 
posed vagabond crouching painfully on a brake- 
beam has $100 in his pockets and a bankbook for 
several hundreds more. But he would have sus- 
picions of his own sanity should he spend any 
of his money for the comforts and respectability 
cf a seat in a railroad coach. 

Almost daily strange metamorphoses are wit- 
nessed in the cheap lodging houses. A man will 
enter, begrimed and travel] stained, with his hair 
full of cinders, his clothes in rags and his beard 
two weeks old. A grip, or a trunk, which Le 
has sent by express, arrives, and he retires with 
it to a room. 

In an hour he emerges like a butterflv from its 
chrysalis. Bathed, clean shaven, dressed in good 
c.othes, with a clean collar and shirt, he looks 
what he really is—a good mechanic who can com- 
mand excellent wages. For three months, eight 
months, even a year, he may live the steady and 
industrious life of a working man. But the» 
comes the irresistible call of the road. The lure 
of the Pacific Coast, or of Texas, or of Europe. 
or of Panama, is upon him. The trunk is packed 
and intrusted to an express company. He dons 
the tatters of a tramp and on some fine night 
steals away, the unbidden guest of a raiiroad 
company. 

Flynn tells of two young mechanics of the “gay 
cat” species who succumbed to an impulse to 
visit Los Angeles. They had saved $150 by 
steady work and economy. But it never occurred 
to them to buy railroad tickets. 

“They wanted to have money when they got 
to Los Angeles,” said Flynn, “so that they could 
get good clothes to help them find work and 
have enough to live on should they be compelled 
to remain for a time in idleness. They figured 
that they needed the money more than the rii!- 
roads did.” 

Flynn received postcards from them at ditJer- 
ent stages of the journey. Once, from Arizona, 
they wrote as a laconic joke that they had just 
spent 10 days in the workhouse. Finally, from 
Los Angeles, came their triumphant message 
that of the $150 they had $50 left. 

The “gay caé@,”’ in an emergency, is not abashed 
at begging a meal at a backdoor. But as he has 
more self-respect, he usually employs greater art 
and skill in his “mooching”’ than does a “bum.”

Resurrection Bone 


or any other element, nor be broken or bruised 
by any force. Its site is in the spine from the 
eighteenth vertebra to the femur. 


“*We read that the Emperor Hadrian once 
asked Rabbi Joshua, the son of Channi, how God 
would resurrect man in the wo:ld to come. He 
made answer, “From the bone Luz in the spinal 
column.” When Hadrian asked him how he 
came by this knowledge and how he could prove 
it, the Rabbi Joshua produced the bone so that the 
Emperor could see it.

Whether 
that be true or not, Orsino’s tender phrases 
might have been spoken with direct reference 
to the St. Louis. Orchestra Club, an amateur 
organization which has been nicknamed the 
St. Louis Sympathy Orchestra. 

Fourteen romances ending in marriage have 
developed in this club in the last few years and 
“artistic sympathy” is given credit for every 
one of them. “Sympathy” still is busy, too, and 
there are indications that this story of heart 
harmonies is “to be continued.” Other sym- 
phonies of sympathy are taking form and mem- 
bers who have kept a careful eye on the love 
god’s doings in this organization are confident 
there will be one or two more marriages in the 
club in the next few months. 

These calculations, however, may fall short 
of actual results. This sympathy seems to work 
in a mysterious way and its influence sometimes 
is not apparent except to the twain who are in its 
toils. The very last marriage, that of Parmalee 
Morgan and Miss Sarah Moon, came as a sur- 
prise to most of the members. 

Not Coldly Professional. 
HE St. Louis Orchestra Club is purely an 
. art for art’s sake club, composed of per- 
sons who know something about music 
and love it, but who have been led by 
complication of circumstances into following 
some other vocation than that of the pro- 
fessional musician. There is none, of that 
cold professionalism in its ranks. Few, if any, 
of its members look forward to a career in 
music, and that is one good reason for Cupid’s 

long list of successes here, 

Professionalism has fractured countless hearts, 
broken countless eéngagements and imposed 


countless sacrifices upon young artists, who have 


been compelled to put persona) happiness behind 
them and follow the lure of the Muse, as she 
leads like a siren toward that wonderland known 
aa “a career.” There have been cases of this 
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kind in the Sympathy Orchestra, but they were 
neither numerous nor tragic. If a young man 
in the seccnd violins, for instance, finds himself 
playing in unaccountable accord with one of the 
young women “firsts,” he does not lie awake 
nights nor let his hair grow long in worrying 
atout the fact that she may already be the bride 
of Fame. He just goes ahead and marries her— 
always with her consent, of course. 

The club, which has been in existence about 
fifteen years, was not organized as a marriage 
bureau or a courtship club. Nothing was fur- 
ther from the thoughts of A. J. Epstein, the 
founder, than this long list of romances. which 
have followed one another with astonishing reg- 
uiarity. he Orchestra Club, as a musical body, 
is one of both “volume” and “tone.” It has 76 
members at present, which is four more than 
the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra has. _ Its 
waiting list is a long one, although the require- 
ments for membership must come up fully to the 
standards of art. Alfred Ernst, who led the 
Symphony Orchestra many years, and generally 
is given the credit for having made that organ- 
ization what it is, pronounced the St. Louis 
Orchestra Club one of the best amateur musical 
bodies he had heard in any part of the world. 
It is complete in every detail, and no substitu- 
tion of pafts even is necessary, as is often the 
case with the best of professional orchestras. 

It plays only the newest and best music. Long 
ago its members passed the point where the 
semi-classics and simpler symphonies were tests 
of ability. Long ago, also, the directors of the 
Symphony learned to look to the Sympathy as @ 
recruiting ground, and many members of the 
professional body began their careers in this 
cub where Cupid runs riot all the year around. 

Nobody in the Orchestra Club, however, is 
paid a salary, and the money derived from the 
club’s occasional concerts goes to pay expenses 
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and to assist worthy students who wish to study 
music in the masters’ schools. In fact, the club 
has no other purpose than “sympathy.” Its mem- 
bers meet ~verv Wednesday in the CeMral . # 
M. C. A. Building to rehearse and to hear talks 
on the theory and history of music. At least 
that is what they go there for at first. Eventual- 
ly the young man who plays the oboe or ‘the 
French horn suddenly realizes that if the young 
woman flutist were not present he would go 
straight home, so help him Orphes, and that 
if she were not a member of the club he couldn’t 
be dragged to a rehearsal under any circum- 
stances, art or no art. That has been the 
theme of fourteen chapters in the Sympathy 
Orchestra’s history, and that will be the theme 
of others yet unwritten. 


The ’Cello’s Sweet Story. 
ALCOLM ELLIS, a former president of 
H the club, was the first to find a 
bride in the Sympathy Orchestra. Ellis, 
like the love-sick hero of a popular song, was a 
musical fellow who played on a ‘cello. Right 
near him sat Miss Susan McDonald, a violinist 
of raré.ability and great personal charm. Ellis 
was deeply interested in his music, but the 
very first thing he knew, he found himself 
ignoring the score and depending wholly for 
the air of Miss McDonald’s violin as his guide 
to harmony.

How that grave was found and the intricate 
windings of the search made for it by a lawyer 
of St. Louis. how a gmall piece of broken stone 
led to the discovery of it when the lawyer, dis- 
couraged and weary, was about to give up the 
hunt, is the strangest part of this amazing story. 

In the beginning of the lawyer’s ouest there 

were known just the following bare facts: 


In 1861 the Sublette farm of 250 acres bordered 
the city limits of Southwest St. Louis. A series 
of deaths, following quickly one after another, had 
left Fannie Sublette, a delicate child of 4 years, 
‘the sole owner of the big farm. Her father, Sol- 
vmon Sublette, had died in 1867. 
died a month later. Her baby brother died two 
wontes after his mother was buried, and Fannie 
died May"16, 1861, when shé was 9 years old. 

The cause of the sudden death of this child- 
heir was néver determined. She was stricken 
while eating dinner at a party given on her birth 
day to ber girl friends, and died within an hour. 
It was given out that some food she ate had 
poisuned her, but none of those who were eating 
with he: were made sick. There were suspicions 
avd whisperimgs that were not lessened by the 
fuct that for several years before her death there 
were bickerings and quarrels among her relatives 
about what disposition would be made of her 
estate if she should die. 

Fannie’s relatives had wrangled among them- 
sives about her custody while she was alive. 
One faction had kidnaped her and taken her to 
New York. There she was discovered by another 
faction and returned to her home in St. Louis. 
Echoes of these disputes and of the manner of 
sf her death have come down through the years, and

Pinkney Became a Trapper. 


T WAS known when Farnie died that her 
| uncle, Pinkney W. Sublette, when a schooi- 
boy in 1829, had gone up the Missouri River 
with a band of traders and trappers; that he be- 
came a trapper and lived with the Indians, and 
that he disappeared in the wilderness and never 
returned to Missouri. There were stories that 
he had, been scalped and killed by hostile Indians. 
but nothing definite was known about that, and 
no one took the trouble to try and find out 
whether he was alive or dead. 


As years went by St. Louis grew and spread, 
and the Sublette farm became worth millions, 
but the mystery of Pinkney W. Sublette, lost in 
the Western wilderness, was a cloud upon the 
title to every foot of ground in what had been 
the Sublette farm, and the reason of that cloud 
was this: | 

Under the law, if Pinkney W. Sublette was alive 
for any length of time after the death of his 
niece, Fannie, then he was one of her heirs and 
“would inherit one-eighth of the farm, and, if he 
died unmggried and childless, his share would 
cescend to his uncles and aunts. . These uncles 
and aunts were dead, too, but they had descend- 
ants, and these, numbering 100 now, would be the 
beirs today to the Interest of Pinkney W. Sub- 
lette in the estate. 

In 1897 these heirs horensthered in St. Louis 
and retained Thomas B. Crews, former Probate 
Judge in St. Louis, to find out for them whether 
Pinkney W. Sublette died before or after the 
child Fannie. « 

Crews had only this fact to work upon, that 
Pinkney W. Sublette had gone 68 years before, 
to the headwaters of the Missouri River, and that 
he was for years a trapper somewhere in that 
country. That was all. There was not another 
clew. It was supposed that he was dead. but it 
- Was not known to Crews or the heirs where or 
~~ how he had died or where he was buried. 


Crews Goes on the Trail. 


UT then into the vast térritory known as 
O “The Northwest” went the lawyer upon 
his quest which would seem an almost 
hopeless one, made yet more discouraging by the 
stery of John 8S. Shaw, who said that in 1842 he 
was told by William L. Sublette, elder brother of 


Pinkney, and himself a trapper, that Pfhkney. 


had been killed by Indians, but Shaw could not 
remember any further details. 

For months Crews traveled by railroad, by 
Stage and on horseback through the states of 
_ Wyoming, Montana, Idaho, Utah and on to the 

"Pacific Coast, inquiring everywhere for old set- 
tiers, pioneers of the early days, who might 
_ ave known Pinkney W, Sublette. Waherever he 

f ae hear that an old trapper was living Crews 

__/would go and talk with bim. Widely scattered 


" cver a territory thousands of miles ir extent, he 


found several aged men who had knuwn Sub- 
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of Wyoming. Gradually the search narrowed 
down to Unity County in Southwest Wyoming. 

After months of w~ 49rving travel Crews found 
an old man who had been a pony express rider, 
and was a ferryman on Green River, Wyoming, 
in 1865, who said that here he met Pinkney W. 
Sublette, who was very old and who lived alone 
in a shack on the bank of Fontenelle Creek, 
about a mile from where it emptied into Green 
River. This man told Crews he had talked with 
Sublette, who said he was from Missouri, and 
that he was a brother of William and Solomon 
Sublette. In 1865, this man said, Sublette had died 
alone in his cabin and was buried by neishbors 
in a lonely grave in the open prairie, and, he 
seid, he had seen the grave, which was marked 
by a stone slab taken from the creek bottom. 


The Lone Headstone. 


HIS was the first definite clew to the lo- 
T cation of the grave, and Crews: hastened 
by stage to the village of Opal and drove 
out to the ranch of Charles Robinson, seven miles 
from the mouth of the creek where the grave was 
supposed to be. Robinson told him that he owned 
the land in which the grave was, that he had 
often seen the headstone and wondered whu was 
buried thers, and that upon the slab was carved 
this letterI- 
P. W. @

_Robinsen said the gravestone stood on open 
ground about one hundred feet west of a hav- 
stack on the bank of Fontenelle Creek, one mile 

from its mouth. 
Crews went to the ranch house of Charles W 
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Holden, several miles nearer the creek mvuth. 
Holden said he often had seen the solitary grave- 
stone and had read the lettering on it, and drove 
Crews to the spot. The haystack described by 
Robinson was there, but not a stone of any size 
couia be found in the field, the soil of which 
was a black loam, w.chout even a pebble in or 
upon it. 

The next morning Crews declared he was going 
to search for the grave again. Holden laughed 
at him and said it was useless to do so. If the 
stone was there they would have found it the day 
before. But Crews went, and he was accompa- 
nied by Clarence, Howard, Miss Ella and Miss 
Minnie Holden, sons and daughters of Mr. Hold- 
en, and by Miss Cora House of Corrine, Utah, 
who was visiting at the Holden ranch. 

For hours they searched over all the, ground 
up and down the creek bank. They could find no 
stone and no trace of a grave, and were about to 
givé up the hunt when Crews decided to measure 


off 100 feet straight west from the haystack and 
look closer for~some depression in the earth. 
He paced off what he judged to be 100 feet and 
stopped. He looked down at a spot that he had 
walked over a dozen times already and he noticed 
what he had not seen before, a small round hole 
in the sod. He put his fingers down into the 
hole and felt a hard substance at the bottom. With 
e spade he took it out. It was a piece of broken 
stone about as large as his fist, triangular in 
shape, but with no letters on it. Looking closer 
one of the girls found another piece of stone, 
somewhat larger, lying flat on the surface, 10 
feet from where the first piece was found. It had 
sunk into the sod and was almost hidden by the 
grass. An edge of this piece of stone fitted ex- 
uctly one edge of the smaller one found in the 
hole. 

“We will dig here and see what we will find,” 
said Crews, stamping his heel into the depres- 
sion from which the smaller stone had been tak- 
en. Six inches below the surface the spade 
struck another stone, lying at an angle of 45 
degrees. Crews dug the earth from the upper 
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side ) it and, as he Irfted it, he saw upon the 
soft edrth where it hag lain the impression of 
some letters. He washed the stone and saw 
there the carved inscription: 
P. W. 8. 
D 
1865 


Thef dug four feet ard again the spade struck 
upon stones. Uncovering the whole length of 
these they found it to be a double row of flat 
s;ones from the creek that had been set up against 
each other at the bottom of the grave, like the 
peak of a house roof. This had been the rude 
stone coffin placed by the pioneer neighbors of 
Sublette over his body 32 years before. Beneath 
these stOnes they found a skull, well preserved, 
and some bones of the legs, arms; vertebrae and 
ribs. 

This was the end of the long search, and Crews 
spread his overcoat on the ground, laid the bones 
upon it and wrapped them up in it and took them 
to the Holden ranch house. There the bones and 
gravestone Were put into a box and Crews brought 
it by stage and train to St. Louis and deposited it 
in the courthouse. 

The heirs of Pinkney W. Sublette were called 
together in St. Louis and Crews made his report. 
They authorized him to begin suit to recover 
the estate. Crews did this, and then began the 
long and costly litigation which has. trailed 
through the courts with varying 'fortune for the 
last fourteen years, and which promises to go 
ch many years longer and to go gown in legal 
history with that other chancery case made fa- 
pious by Dickens: “Jarndyce versus Jarndyce.” 

The first suit was brought in the names of three 
heirs who had been agreed upon by all the heirs 
to prosecute for them-—-Thomas Peniston, Dennis 
G. McCarron and John N. Dalby. It was against 
Christian Schulde, one of the holders of land of 
the old Sublette farm in dispute. 


Had Sublette a Double? . 
HE trial was before Judge Horatio D. Wood, 
T it having been agreed by both parties to 
the controversy to waive a jury and have 
the issues determined by the Judge. At the trial 
the bones and the gravéstone were exhibited in 
court and handled by the lawyers. -* Witnesser 
were brought from the Far West to tell of their 
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acquaintance with Pinkney W. Sublette. The 
deposition of the five persons whe were with 
Crews when he found the grave and dug up the 
bones were read to the Court. There was no di- 
rect testimony that Sublette had died prior to the 
death of Fannie Sublette, but Mrs Mary M. 
Moore, first‘ cousin of Pin'’ney W. Sublette, testi- 
fied that in 1847 his brother, Andrew Sublette, 
who later was killed by a grizzly bear in Cali- 
fornia, had told her that Pinkney was killed Ly 
the Blackfoot Indians in the West, and that h», 
Andrew, was in the same fight, but escaped. An- 
Grew told her, she said, that he did not see 
Pinkney killed and did not see his body after- 
ward, but he knew he could not have escaped. 

The lawyers for the present holders of the 
property argued that there must have been two 
Pinkney W. Sublettes and that the one whose 
bones were found in the grave and brought to 
St. Louis was not the uncle of Fannie Sublette. 
Judge Wood decided that Pinkney W. Sublette 
died long prior to 1861 and left no descendants, 
and therefore the claimants who were suing for 
the estate had no standing in court. The Su- 
creme Court upheld this decision. 

The bones and the gravestone were boxed up 
ogain and taken to the basement of the court- 
house and once more used as a footrest by one 
of the record clerks there. But the decisions of 
the tria] and the Supreme courts did not close 
the case. The heirs were certain that the bones 
were those of Pinkney W. Sublette and that he 
had died in 1865. 

As strange, almost, as 
lost grave of Sublette, the trapper, was 
the discovery of the will of Solomon P. 
Subletie, the father of Fannie and brother of 
Pinkney W. Sublette. Soon after the adverse de-

cision by the Supreme Court the lawyers for 


the heirs of Pinkney W. Sublette received by mail 
an old and time-stained will, to which was sub- 
scribed the name of Solomon P. Sublette and as 
witnesses the names of E. C. Smith and James 8. 
Thompson. No message accompanied this will 
to give a clew to the identity of the sender. The 
postmark on the envelope indicated that it had 
been mailed on a train between St. Louis and 
Kansas City. To this day it ts not known who 
was the mysterious sender of this will that had 
heen hidden away for 43 years. The will was

milla by means of big steel rollers of a fluted 
type. Now, these rollers quickly wear down and 
have to be frequently replaced. What, then, aske 
Corner becomes of the inaterial which has come 
off the relier worn out in the process? Obviously

it must be in the flour 
of our bread. 
Prof. Corner says 
that this . process of 
preparing flour was s0 
expensive at first that 
only wealthy Americans 
could afford to buy 
and eat it. To this he 
attributes the fact that 
appendicitis was at 
first prevalent among 
the rich only. Curious- 
ly enough, he says, the 
increase of apvendicitis 
in England almost 
synchronizes with the 
introduction of the 
steel rolier methods of 
preparing flour. Grad- 
ually as breaq made by 
this process became 
cheaper appendicitis 
became more frequent 
and more gertrally 
recognized among the 
less rich, 
And lastly, as Prof. 
Corner points out, the 
class of men who’ held 
out the longest against Wearing 
appendicitis were the colored people, They ate 
bread prepared by their own methods until milled 
flour became so cheap that it was simpler for 
them to buy bread made from it than to prepare 
their own, the result being that appendicitis has 
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become increasingly 
frequent among them. 
The almost general use 
of corn bread among 
the poorer people, es- 
pecially in the South, 
is believed to be one of 
the réasons why they 
“are not go susceptible 
to appendicitis an d 
other intestinal dis- 
eases. 


At the same time, as 
the Medical Record 
points out, it is prob- 
able that in a_ single 
hour’s ride on a rail- 
road on a dusty sum- 
mer day, one swallows 
more iron and other 
mineral particles than 
could be found in a 
year’s gupply of bread 
made by the modern 
stee] roller process.
